supreme court has decided that Timothy 
Walton is entitled to hold the office of 
chief engineer of the volunteer fi*tj de- 
partment of the city of Fresno. 


It appears from the papers in the case 


that on the let of February, 1892,11)6 
Board of Trustees of that city appointed 
Higgme aa chief engineer, but on the 
7th of March following the board de- 
clared the position vacant and appoint- 
ed Walton to till the vacancy, with in- 
structions to the city marshal to put 
him in possession of the fire apparatus. 
Higgins brought suit to enjoin Walton 
from diking possession of the office, and 


- the supreme court granted a temporary 


injunction but subsequently dissolved 
it. From the latter order Higgins ap- 
pealed. 


In nflirining the order of the court be- 


low, the supreme court holds that, as 
the term of. oliice of chief engineer is 
not fixed by the state constitution nor 
declared by law, the appointment of 
HiggiiiB continued only during 
the 


pleasure of the appointing power, and 
therefore lie was rightly removed. 


Sentences Commuted. 


SACHA.MENTQ, November 8. — Governor 


Marklmm lias commuted the sentence 
of Tercy Douglass from eight years to 
four years, for assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
Douglass was sent up from 


Fresno in 1891. Ho had once before 
been convicted and sentenced from Kern 
county to the state prison for man- 
slaughter. 


ThCECntence of II. H. Kick for eight 


years was commuted to three years. He 
was sentenced in 1801 from San Joaquhi 
county for kidnaping a Chinese woman. 
The reasons for commutation are that it 
was Pick's first offense, that ho was not 
a member of the criminal class and that 
he was a catspaw for shrewder persons.

A DYNAMITE OUTRAGE 


A Bomb Exploded in a 


Crowded Theater. 


THE DEADLY ANARCHIST AGAIN 


Eighteen Were Killed and Many 


Wounded in Europe's Largest 


Flay House. 


mite bomb thrown by anarchists into 
tho midst of a crowded tln-ater is k the 
latest outrage and disaster in Spain. 
The Licco theater, the largest in Europe, 
was filled last night with a distinguished 
audience, estimated to number 4000. 
While the performance was in progress 
two dynamite bombs were hurled from 
the topmost gallery into the midst of the 
stalls. 
One exploded and scattered 


death and destruction on every ' side. 
After a moment of paralyzing terror, 
fears of other bombs being thrown,over- 
came all reason and the audience made, 
a mad rush for the exits. 


Tho stalls where tho bomb exploded 


were a mass of splintered wreckage, 
amid which lay a large number of dead 
bodies, some mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. When the wreckage was finally 
cleared away fifteen bodies were re- 
vealed, six men and nine wonien, all 
frightfully torn and disfigured. 


In the stalls adjoining, groaning with 


pain, lay many ladies and gentlemen 
who were wounded. Several were so 
severely hurt they cannot recover. 


Attention was next turned to the exits 


and stairways. Here three dead bodies 
and a largo number of seriously wounded 
were picked up. 


Great crowds surrounded tho theater 


ill night. The bomb thrower escaped, 
l>ut the police arc making a general 
round-up of anarchists in hope of getting 
some clew to the dastard who threw the 
bomb. Tho missile which did not ex- 
plode is an exact counterpart of those 
used by Palemas, the anarchist who 
iried to assassinate General Martinet, at 
3ampos. 


An Italian, Maurice Saldani, has been 


arrested on suspicion of being responsi- 
ble for the outrage. Late tonight Sal- 
lani made u confession. Several well 
known Spanish anarchists have been 
arrested on suspicion that they have 
knowledge of tho crime.

Sago 
ton, containing a little Bummer savory, 
is efficacious for worms in children, for 
which ammonia, stooped, is also used. 
Sunflower seeds, steeped, strained and 
sweetened with molasses will cure tho 
'whoop* in whooping congh. Horserad- 
ish leaves, wilted and bonnd on the faco 
and back of tho neck, will drive away 
neuralgia, and a nutmeg, bored and tied 
about the neck, will keep it away. ^"A

English Engineers Going Over the 


Entire Survey Witlfa View 


to Building. 


About five years ago a number of gen- 


tlemen promoted the project of con- 
structing 
a 
competing 
lino 
down 


through the valley under tho title of the 
San Francisco & Atlantic, ' 


The western terminus of the proposed 


line was Stockton, from which point the 
survey ran down the Pan Joaqiiiu valley 
east of tho Southern Pacific line, taking 
hi Merced, Fresno, Visalia, etc. 


A survey was made, but up to the 


present time, owing to the combined 
influences of a financial stringency and 
the opposition of rivals, tho promoters 
have been unable to accomplish any- 
thing in tho line of construction. 


At length Mr. Homer, one of the lead- 


ing promoters of the lino from whom 
it takes tho common name of the 
Homer road; has induced English capi- 
talists to take the matter into consider- 
ation, and at present two expert engi- 
neers are traversing tho survey from 
point to point for tho purpose of making 
an accurate report with regard to tho 
matter. 


Upon- the conclusions which they 


shall arrive at much will depend. If 
their report in favorable, bonds of the 
road will bo at once placed and tho work 
of building tho road will begin this 
winter. 


They have followed the lino of survey 


across country from Stockton to Fresno. 
Yesterday they spout in tho territory 
from the San Jouquln river out through 
the Dry Greek country, and today they 
will follow tho lino on through Center- 
villo and on toward Visalia. 


Tho gentlemen who havo the matter 


in charge are not indulging in any pyro- 
technic language over the proposition) 
but suy that it ie purely a business tran- 
saction which these experienced railroad 
builders will determine in a short timo 
.by their report to tho English Diuniclorn 
who havo sent them here for that pur- 
pose.

Enrroit RuruiiLicAN:—T would like, 


through the columns cf your paper, to 
suggest a means, which, I think, would 
result in a speedy and reliable method 
of obtaining as many raisins us the ex- 
ecutive committee and the comuuBsion- 
ers of the Midwinter Fair may desire for 
any of their purposes. Let them fur- 
nish to each packing house in the 
county (one of the attaches of each of 
which has been heretofore appointed a 
committee to solicit raisins) two blank 
books, • to which are attached pencils, 
ind on the first page of each of which 
is written the following: 


"The 
Packing House. 


"Wo, the undersigned, hereby au- 


thorize the above packing house to re- 
tain out of our respective lots of rai- 
sins such number of pounds of raisins 
of the beet quality as may bo set oppo- 
site our respective names. The raisins 
so held out are to be donated to the 
commissioners appointed by the super- 
visors of this county, and to bo used for 
the purpose of advancing the interests 
of this county at the California Mid- 
winter International Exposition, and to 
be subject to the further orders of paid 
commissioners, for that purpose." 


Let one 9! them! blank books be placed 


at the olllce of the packing house and 
the other at the receiver's platform.

EDITOR EKI'UKLICAN :—In your issue of 


November 7th appears in the telegraphic 
news nn item 
from which I quote 


,ho following: "A special frrm Wash- 
ugton says that tho next steamer 
rpm. Hawaii for San Francisco will prob- 
tbly bring news of the action of Minister 
Willis under his instructions from the 
itute department to tho provisional gov- 
ernment. It is declared he was in- 
itructed to inform tbo provisional gov- 
ernment that the United States regards 
lie dethronement of the queen as due 
entirely to Minister Stevens and the 
anding of troops from the United States 
steamer Boston- that the queen was 
mlawfully overthrown by the represen- 
tatives of the United States, and as a 
mere matter of abstract justice the 
wrong should bo righted." 


The United States referred to above 


must mean Czar Cleveland, for no 
:hance has been given the peoule of the 
United States to express their opinion 
on the subject through their represeuta- 
•iyes in congress. The dethronement of 
jiliuoknloni was duo to her utter disre- 
;nrd for the interests of the representa- 
ivo people of her kingdom, those whose 
noney and brains had made it possible 
or her to bceomo Queen of tho most 
>rosperous nnd civilized group of islands 
n the Pacific ocean. Her dethronement 
vas accomplished, and a provisional 
government formed, before any iiBaist- 
inco was asked Irom the officers ot the 
United States steamer Boston; and that 
assistance was only asked to protect life 
and property while 
the 
provisional 


government was formulating plans for 
its future guidance. 


The result of mature deliberation was 


Ami the said government should ask the 
Jmted States to annex: the islands, nnd 
n consequence (never for one moment 
linking tlmt it would meet with a re- 
usal) hoisted tho American flag over 
the country and called upon the repre- 
sentative ol that country to protect it. 
What thu result of the labors of the 
commission sent from Hawaii was, is a 
natter of history, aa is also the igno- 
ninious hauling down of the American 
:lng by order of Mr. Cleveland. 


lie olliccrs of the provisional govorn- 
it arc all men of sterling qualities, 


ind every one of them closely identi- 
fied with tho business interests of the 
Country, at tho same lime representing 
the best clement ot Hawaii's foreign 
population. Sanford B. Dole, the Pres- 
ident and minister of foreign affairs, is a 
son of ono of tho old missionaries, who 
for ninny years had charge ot an im- 
portant circuit on the island of Kanaj. 
Mr. Dolo was an associate judge of the 
supreme court of Hawaii, a fife position, 
and left it to become President of tho 
provisional government. 


Samuel O. Damon, the minister of 


finance, is a member of tho firm of 
Bishop it Co., for many years tho only 
bankers in Honolulu, and tho son of the 
llov. S. M. Damon, for over twenty 
years pastor of the Seamen's bethel in 
Honolulu, whose memory Is hold sacred 
by all the old-timo inhabitants of the 
island. 


William O. Smith, tho attorney gen- 


eral, is also tho son of tin old and es- 
teemed missionary, whoso Held of labor 
was also on Kuuul for a number oi 
years, and whoso memory is still fondly 
cherished by unlives .'iiul foreigners 
ilikc. 


James A.,King, Urn minister of the 


interior, is a stockholder in tho Wilder 
Steamship Company, and bos 
been 


their trusted superintendent for many 
years. His intimate acquaintance with 
the requirements of tho interior make 
' ' i uiniiiciitly fitted for the position ho 
occupies. 


As a whole tho pcrsonollo at tho exec- 


utive department of the provisional gov- 
ernment will compare favorably with 
any like executive body in the world, 
and as they are indorsed by all of the 
better class of people in the inlands, 
those who have millions at stake ana 
whose capital and energy have increased

of sugar from 1,000,000 


pounds in tho early sixties to over 100,- 
000 tons in 1803, the task of deposing 
them and reinstating tliO( Queen will bo 
no easy one, nor will it bo .attended 
without loss of life and perhaps destruc- 
tion of much valuable property.

His father was an English sen 
captain and his mother a native ol 
Tatiuita. He is a blacksmith by trade, 
uneducated, unrefined and wlthul a man 
of very small caliber.with no property ol
